EDITORIALS 


The  Library,  Efficient 

Would  it  not  be  a good  experiment  to  have  the 
University’s  Library  open  in  the  evenings?  As 
far  as  Burro  can  see  there  is  no  reason-  why  it 
should  mot  be  and  every  reason  why  it  should  be. 
With  funds  of  knowledge  and  information  stored 
in  its  archives  it  chooses  to  limit  its  usefulness  to 
a few  scant  hours  each  day. 

There  are  many  people  who  could  convenient- 
ly use  the  library  from  the  hours  se.en  u 
in  the  evening  who  never  get  a chance  to  use  it 
during  the  hours  now  put  aside  for  its  use.  There 
are  the  ambitious  industrial  workers,  the  towns- 
people who  are  busy  thruout  the  day,  not  to  men- 
tion students  at  the  university.  A large  number 
of  the  libraries  of  the  country  are  open  in  the 
evenings.  With  them  it  is  mo  experiment.  It  has 
been  found  that  they  are  quite  as  useful  then 
as  in  the  daytime. 


It  seems  like  burying  our  light  under  a bushel. 
With  one  of  the  best  libraries  in  the  state  we 
elect  to  burn  the  torch  of  education  only  in  the 
daytime.  One  of  the  greatest  factors  in  modern 
civilization  is  the  library — the  record  of  past  ac- 
complishment, the  notebook  of  past  experimenta- 
tion, the  summing  of  past  achievement.  Properly 
used  it  allows  only  investigation  in  new  realms. 
In  short,  it  is  the  token  of  efficient  advance. 
Burro  repeats:  Why  not  open  the  University 
Library  in  the  evenings? 

The  New  Term. 

By  the  time  Burro— next  startles  an  expectant 
world,  exams  will  have  been  ended — the  wheat 
and  the  chaff-scholastically  speaking — will  have 
been  separated.  It  is  to  the  wheat,  Burro  now 
addresses  himself.
